Exorbitant Demands, in the Manner his Impe- 
rious Miniſter has Treated the Government of 
Neufchatel, 7 | 

Theſe are the Confiderarions which no doubt 
have ne Her Majeity and Her Council to 
an extraordinary Activity and Diligence to con- 


trive, and put in Execution, ſuch unexpected 


Means whereby the Enemy might be, moſt 
ſenſibly Touch'd, for the ſake ef Her Pcople, 
and to put a ſpeedy period to this Bloody War, 
in Order to procure for them a firm and laſting 
Peace. | | 

To fruſtrate theſe Noble and Generous Reſo- 
lutions of Her Majeſty, you muſt depend the 
French Court will leave no Stone unturn'd to ag- 
gravate ſuch Matters amongſt you, as he thinks
